Madam  Chair  nan  and  Councillors, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  ny  report  for  the  year  1966, 

The  total  number  of  live  births  was  130,  a  decrease  of  3  on  the 
previous  year  and  the  total  number  of  deaths  was  113,  an  increase  of 
six,  as  compared  with  1965 ,  owing  to  the  fact  that,  although  male 
deaths  declined  by  11,  female  deaths  increased  by  17  to  54  >  of  whom 
25  were  over  the  age  of  75  years. 

The  birth  rate,  therefore,  fell  slightly  to  14*05  per  1,000  of 
the  population  and  the  death-rate  rose  from  13*62  to  14*23  per 
1,000.  The  corresponding  rates  for  England  and  Wales  were  17*7  end 
11 #7  per  1,000,  respectively. 

The  infant  mortality  rate  was  21.74  per  1,000  live  births 
compared  with  a  rate  of  14*10  in  1965  but  little  significance  should 
be  attached  to  this  as  the  total  numbers  involved  are  very  small 5- 
2  infant  deaths  in  1965  and  3  in  1966,  The  corresponding  rate  for 
the  country  as  a  whole  was  19*0. 

The  still-birth  rate  remained  very  low  at  7*19  per  1,000 
live  and  still  births  compared  with  a  national  rate  of  15*4* 

The  death-rate  from  malignant  neoplasms  of  the  lung  and 
bronchus  remained  unchanged  and  the  death  rate  from  malignant 
neoplasms  of  other  sites  was  slightly  lower  than  in  the  previous 
year. 

One  of  the  main  events  of  the  year  was  the  decision  to  clear 
North  Seaton  Colliery  and  make  the  site  available  for  industrial 
development.  This  is  a  large  undertaking  involving  as  it  does, 
the  re-housing  of  some  328  families  in  new  modern  dwellings  on  a 
new  site. 

I  should  like  to  express  ny  appreciation  of  the  good  work 
done  by  the  Public  Health  Inspector  throughout  the  year  and  ny 
thanks  to  other  departments  of  the  Council  for  their  co-operation 
and  to  the  members  of  the  Council  for  their  interest  in  the  work 
of  the  Health  Department .

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SECTION  A. 

STATISTICS  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  OF  THE  AREA 

The  nid-1966  population  of  the  Urban  District  v/as  estimated  by  the 
Registrar-General  as  being  9j920,  an  increase  of  20  on  the  previous 
year. 


The  majority  of  the  male  working  population  are  employed  in  the 
coal-mining  industry  and  anxiety  about  future  employment  was 
increased  in  1966  by  the  disastrous  fire  which  caused  the  closure  for 
an  indefinite  period  of  the  colliery  at  Lynemouth  where  many  Newbiggin 
residents  we re  employed. 

The  Council  was  very  active  throughout  the  year  in  considering 
this  problem  and  attempting  to  find  means  of  attracting  new  industries 
to  the  district.  It  was  realised  that  a  site  or  sites  suitable  for  in¬ 
dustrial  no-development  would  be  essential  and  much  thought  and. effort 
went  into  finding  a  suitable  area.  After  consultation  with  various 
organisations  and  specialists  it  was  decided  that  the  most  appropriate 
and  promising  area  for  the  purpose  would  be  at  North  Seaton  Colliery 
where  most  of  the  houses  were  seriously  sub-standard  and  were,  in  any 
case,  due  for  demolition. 

The  Council,  therefore,  decided  to  acquire  sufficient  land  to 
provide  re-housing  for  the  inhabitants  of  the  village  and  declared 
four  Clearance  Areas  involving  330  houses.  The  only  houses  excluded 
from  the  areas  were  those  in  Links  View,  Y/ansbeck  Street  and  Sea  View, 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  Government’s  decision  to  consider  the 
district  as  part  of  a  development  area  will  improve  the  prospects  of 
success  in  providing  new  employment  and  preventing  the  movement  of 
pox^ulation  away  from  the  area.

Ambulance  Facilities .

Northumberland  County  Council  is  the  authority  responsible  for 
these  services  and  clinics  are  held  at  Jubilee  Terrace,  Newbiggin 
and  at  18,  High  Double  How,  North  Seaton  Colliery. 

Home  Help  Service. 


This  service,  too,  is  provided  by  Northumberland  County  Council 
The  vast  majority  of  the  patients  who  receive  this  help  are  pensioners 
most  of  whom  are  very  appreciative,  and  their  numbers  have  steadily 
increased  over  the  years.  It  appears  inevitable  that  expansion  of 
the  service  will  continue  as  the  number  of  old  people  in  the 
community  rises. 

Chiropody  Service  for  Old  People. 

This  service,  also,  continues  to  grow  and  to  be  much  appreciated. 
Newbiggin  Old  People’s  Voluntary  Welfare  Committee  is  responsible  for 
the  organisation  and  financing  of  the  service  but  is  re-imbursed  by 
the  County  Council  • 

Meals  on  Wheels. 


The  provision  of  meals  for  old,  infirm  people  in  their  own  homes 
continued  to  be  carried  out  very  smoothly  under  the  supervision  of 
the  Old.  People’s  Welfare  Committee,  Volunteers,  using  their  own  cars, 
delivered  about  12  meals  per  week  and,  in  addition,  6-0  meal3  per 
week,  were  distributed  locally  from  the  Senior  Citizens’  Club. 
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The  Senior  Citizens’  Club  on  the  Spited.  Estate  continued  to  be 
very  active  and  about  4-0  neals  were  cooked  by  the  nenbers  themselves 
twice  weekly  for  nenbers  of  the  Luncheon  Club. 

As  forecast  last  year,  a  second  Luncheon  Club  was  started  in 
1966  at  the  east  end  of  ITewbiggin. 

This  Club  meets  in  the  Parish  Church  Hall  once  a  week  and 
organisation  of  the  Centre  and  cooking  of  the  neals  are  in  the 
hands  of  nenbers  of  the  W.R,*V*S.  From  the  tine  the  Club  began  on 
2nd  August  up  to  the  end  of  the  year,  624  neals  were  cooked  and 
served. 

The  hall  is  always  filled  to  capacity  and  the  Club  is  proving 
very  successful. 


Water  Supply. 
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SECTION  C 


Tynemouth  Corporation  is  the  Water  Undertaker  and  the  supply 
during  the  year  was  adequate  in  quantity  and  quality.  The  average 
consumption  was  27  gallons  per  head  per  day.  All  houses  are 
supplied  by  public  mains  and  approximately  have  the  water 

piped  directly  into  the  house.

A  new  dual  purpose  vehicle  has  been  purchased 
to  assist  with  the  Caravan  sites  which  plane  an  extra  burden  on  the 
system  during  the  season. 

Public  Conveniences . 


As  in  previous  years  vandalism  occurred  and  was  the  cause  of 
complaints  from  visitors  to  the  area  regarding  the  condition  of  the 
public  conveniences.

Diphtheria. 

This  disease  has  not  occurred  in  Hewbiggin  since  1950  and  has 
caused  no  death  during  the  past  19  years. 

Diphtheria,  Whooping  Couah  and  Tetanus  Innunisation. 

In  spite  of  the  absence  of  diphtheria  fron  the  connunity, 
parents  continue  to  accept  innunisation  for  their  children.  This  is 

fortunate  as  the  disease  could  easily  return  if  the  level  of  innunity 
were  to  fall. 

Separate  figures  are  not,  now,  available  for  Hewbiggin  as  the 
forn  of  annual  return  has  been  changed  and  refers  to  the  whole  r f  the 
Central  Area  of  the  County,  of  which  Hewbiggin  is  a  part. 

During  1966,  in  the  Central  Area,  7 5&  children  completed  a 
primary  course  of  triple  vaccine,  which  gives  simultaneous  protection 
against  Diphtheria,  Whooping  Cough  and  Tetanus,  while  a  further  100 
completed  a.  course  of  Diphtheria/Tetanus  vaccine.  In  addition  349 
children  received  a  primary  course  of  immunisation  against  Tetanus 
alone.  These  were  older  children  who  had  not  received  this  protection 
in  infancy. 

Re- inforcing  injections  against  Diphtheria  were  given  to  1920 
children,  against  Whooping  Cough  to  720  children  and  against  Tetanus 
to  1605  children. 

Poliomyelitis  Immunisation. 

This  disease,  fortunately,  remained  absent  fron  the  connunity 
during  the  year  but,  if  this  state  of  affairs  is  to  be  perpetuated, 
the  immunisation  campaign  must  be  actively  pursued.  In  1966  the 
number  of  children  who  completed  a  primary  course  was  707 >  which 
compares  unfavourably  with  the  previous  year’s  total  of  1,154* 
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Poliomyelitis  irimunisation  contTd 

As  a  result  of  the  introduction  of  a  re- inforcing  dose  at 
approximately  2  years  of  age,  the  number  of  children  receiving  a 
"■booster"  dose  during  the  year  showed  an  increase  of  1,726, 
compared  with  1,023  in  1965*
